That a number of passengers aboard 
the Missouri Pacific’s afternoon train 
from St. Louis to. Kansas City were not 
killed or seriously injured, when a boul- 
der weighing five tons slid down on the 
track at St. Aubert, Mo., 106 miles west 
o1 St. Louis, was due to the coolness 
and bravery of Andrew Cope of St. 
Louis, the engineer. 

Cope saw the great rock as it started 

to glide down a steep incline, directly 
in the path of his train. Quickly he saw 
that he must either pass the boulder be- 
fore it reached the base of the hill, or 
stop his train before it reached the 
point where the rock would strike the 
track. 
He chose the latter alternative. Flre- 
men’J. B. Welch, also of St. Louis, saw 
the danger. He jumped. Cope reversed 
the engine, put on the air and stopped 
the train just in time. 
The beulder struck the ‘“‘cowcatcler’’ 
of the engine, demolishing it. It struck 
with such force that the trucks of the 
first coach were knecked off the track. 
A few passengers were shaken up, but 
there was no further injury. 

The engine pushed the boulder along 
the track for § feet. 

ping Fireman Hart. 

While Cope was uninjured, Weich, the 
jumping fireman, was severely hurt. He 
landed on his head and sheulders at the 
side of the track. 

The passengers congratulated Cope on 
his success in stopping the train just in 
time. They also marveled at the freak 
of fate that unfastened the boulder 
from its fastenings at the moment that 
the train happened along.

AMERICAN BID

In financial circles Saturday the re- 
port was emphasized that the North 
American Co. is making aggressive ef- 
forts to obtain a big, if not controlling, 
interest in the St. Lois Car Co., the 
largest car manufacturins plant in the 
United States.

Parts in Ravine. 

Parts of the wrecked automobile fell 
into the ravine below, including the 
cushions. That the occupants did not 
follow is considered by those who 
viewed the wreckage almost miracu- 
lous. The steel bed of the car was 
smashed and twisted until it could hard- 
ly be recognized. 

Busch stood for several heute at the 
west end of the bridge, flagging au- 
tomobilists and warning them against 
the bridge, which was safe only for 
pedestrians.

Why had not some of these 
bridges gone to Chouteau avenue? Wind 
declared that the franchise owned by 
an Kast St. Louis syndicate would not 
interfere with the construction of the 
bridge at Mullanphy street. 

Russell A. Richardson favored the 
Chouteau avenue site because the land 
for approaches could be bought on the 
east side for $1500 an acre and 
would cost $300 a foot opposite Mullan- 
phy street. Cornelius Fauntleroy, as 
mttorney for the Mill Creek Valley 
Business Men’s Association, said he was 
opposed to any more delay, and thought 
citizens ought to lay aside personal in- 
terests and agree upon the Chouteau 
avenue site, which, he declared was 
in almost the geographical center of 
the city.

When the employing barbers of St. Louis enter 
blithely into an agreement to increase prices.and 
to regulate the tonsorial traffic generally, with a 
view to more opulent dividends, it is to be pre- 
sumed that they do not have the fear of God and 
the State of Missouri in their hearts.

That upon the call of any local pros- 
ecutor or other officer, to furnish 
ald financially or otherwise, to assist 
in the fullest enforcement of the 
Baskin-McGregor law, or upon the com- 
plaint of any citizen, an investigation 
will be made, and relief granted 
promptly if there .be grounds for 
same.

ATTENDED a play the other night at one of the ‘first-class houses,”’ and 
] was shocked no fewer than half a dogen times in the very first act. 
The play had been lauded for a long time previous to its advent here, 
and was written by a “coming dramatist,”’ whatever that may be. Notwith- 
standing the fact that I try to be broadminded and lenient as is compatible 
with good taste and judgment, the language used in this play shocked me. 

Men in real life don’t swear before their mothers, sisters or sweethearts, 
and they are quick to resent the offense in others.

The men on the 
stage were careful and courteous enough not to swear in the presence of the 
stage women, but the women in the audience were no check to their mag- 
nincent flow of oaths. 

I saw several refined, timid girls shrink whenever a particularly express- 
ive one was given vent to. These were girls who were unaccustomed to hear- 
ing such things in their homes, and whose ears were offended by having to 
listen to them in a public place. Others giggled in an embarrassed way, be- 
cause they thought it was the proper thing to laugh at what was intended to 
be funny. 

In one instance a man brings a wWoman’s name repeatedly into a conver- 
sation with which she has nothing to do. The bluff knight of the many 
swear words finally exclaims: ‘‘Mrs.—-— be d—d!"' Whereat the other, at- 
ter some hesitation, replies: “Just as you say, sir.” 

A certain portion of the masculine element in ...e house, a very small one, 
I am glad to say, considered this very funny. But the rest of them agreed 
with the feminine element that it was entirely uncalled for, as well as offen- 
sive. 

I thought profanity had been relegated to the melodramatic trash heap, 
together with lots of other inexcusable means of bringing about a climax, but 
it seems that once in a while it will creep into the better class of plays. It 
has no more right in a play than the “wronged woman” clad iu black. 

Some people argue that these things exist and are therefore ‘‘true to life.” 
So does the operating table exist, yet we would not enjoy having it exploit- 
ed on the stage. All kinds of repulsive things exist in real life that would be 
out of place on the stage, and foremost among these are oaths and the 
“wronged woman.” A mother should feel, when her daughter starts to the 
theater with a young man, that she will see and hear none of those things 
which the right kind of parents are careful that she does not hear at home.
